MADISON, Wis., May 27.— About 
185 per cent of the telephone calla 
j in the larger exchanges of Wisconsin 
(are answered in five seconds or less, 
! according to a report of J. N. Cadby, 
j inspector of telephone and electrical; 
(Service for the Wisconsin railroad 
i commission. Mr. Cadby has made a 
{thorough inspection of a large num ­ 
ber of telephone companies in the 
state, and has grouped his conclu­ 
sions in the form of charts and ta­ 
bles. 
“ We find th at if operators are an­ 
swering promptly, they are usually 
giving the right num ber and super­ 
vising promptly,” 
says Mr. Cadby. 
“ We have more trouble w'hen they 
are not busy enough, or too busy, 
than when they are able to answer 
promptly. I can report that probably 
84 to 88 per cent of the calls are 
answered in five seconds or less, with 
practically every call answered with­ 
in nine or ten seconds.” 
Mr. Cadby discusses at length th« 
“spotting” method used by the com­ 
mission’s experts in checking up the 
operators. Usually an expert of the 
commis8on arrives in a town unan­ 
nounced, 
makes his investigation, 
and notifies the telephone company 
only when he is about to leave. The 
ingenious m ethods used by the in- 
i specters to test the service without 
I the company knowing of it are both 
in te restin g and humorous.

The relative m athematical abilities 
! of boys and girls and of the white 
; race as compared with the black are 
j among the subjects taken up in a mo- 
j nograph just issued for free distribu- 
! tion by the United States Bureau of 
Education. 
The monograph 
is en- 
j titled “ Mathematics 
in the Public 
and Private Secondary Schools of the 
! United States,” 
and considers 
the 
i ability of the boys and girls 
as 
■ shown only in the type of school in- 
! dicated by the title. 
“ It seems to be the general opin­ 
ion that the average boy shows more 
ability in mathematics than the aver­ 
age girl, but also that he does 
not 
work so faithfully,” says the mono­ 
graph. 
“ In a mixed class this great­ 
er ability of the boy and the greater 
faithfulness of the girl react most 
advantageously on each other. 
“ Another fact that is noted is this: 
In elem entary algebra the girl does 
as good work as the boy; in geome­ 
try not nearly so good. In advanced 
algebra and trigonometry, the 
boy 
shows an ability which is far ahead 
of the girl. 
Yet, we are free to con­ 
fess that his greater natural ability 
is often outclassed by the steady, pa­ 
tient endeavor of the girl. 
Perhaps 
it would be safe to say that the girl 
does not show as great an ability as 
the boy, even though she may have 
it. 
“ In regard to the relative tenden­ 
cy of boys and girls to choose elec­ 
tive courses in mathematics the an­ 
swers to a questionaire indicate that 
boys are much more inclined to elect 
such courses than girls are.” 
In investigating the relative m a­ 
thematical ability of the colored race, 
a questionnaire was 
sent to 
eleven 
well known negro schools and col­ 
leges in the South. 
“ The general feeling in the insti­ 
tutions covered by this report” says 
the government monograph, “ is that 
the difference between the races in 
the m atter of mathematics, in so far 
as any differences exist, are due to 
conditions rather than to race char­ 
acteristics. 
“ Five of the 
schools 
feel that 
there is no difference due to race. 
Two are of the opinion that colored 
students generally are not the equal 
of white students. 
£ne school was 
not able to make any comparison. 
Three did not reply to question re­ 
garding a comparison of the races. 
Replies were made by both white and 
colored teachers who have had years 
of experience in colored schools and 
in some cases in white schools.”
